IF YOU want to ensure a heated 
discussion in a pub or around any 
dinner table, simply mention some of 
Kent’s transport issues. 

Whether it is memories of the pain 
of Operation Stack, the delays at 
reaching Dover or crossing the 
Dartford Crossing, or traversing the 
likes of Maidstone or Tunbridge 
Wells at rush hour, everyone will 
have a gripe to share. And let’s not 
even talk about the county’s trains. 

But while Kent County Council 
this week published its ‘wishlist’ of 
projects it wants funding for in 
order to allow Kent to breathe Mfifk 
and develop given the steady Jr 
population rise, surely the 
biggest issue, and one which 
is now so established it has 
slipped down that list of 
primary complaints, is how 
the sheer weight of vehicles on 
our roads have changed 
so many places 
forever. 

Come off the 
main thorough¬ 



fares and there are few rural or inner 
town areas where simply driving 
down the road doesn’t involve both 
skill and a healthy dollop of luck, not 
to loose your wing mirror. 

Some of our most picturesque 
villages - so pretty to look at - have 
become known primarily for the cars 
lining their streets and the tightness 
of bends and passing places, rather 
than their historical and architec¬ 
tural splendour. And while we 
should be grateful, at least, they still 
exist, you cannot but help think it 
has been fundamentally spoiled 
by the thunder of relentless 
traffic. 

There is no solution to this, 
of course. Public transport is 
simply too unreliable, 
indirect and underfunded for 
it to offer a genuine alternative 
here, at least. Instead all we can 
hope is that should more 
roads get built, 
some of our 
villages get to 
flourish again.

Going for gold: County’s 
big names take to track

AFTER all the expectation and 
hype now is the time to deliver for 
our sporting superstars as they 
head onto the track at the Rio 
Olympic Games in pursuit of gold 
medals and glory. 

This week saw Kent’s first medal 
as Cranbrook rugby ace Ruaridh 
McConnochie won silver in the 
first ever outing of rugby sevens at 
the Games. 

Great Britain defied the odds to 
reach the final on Thursday night, 
but lost out to hot favourites Fiji. 
But it didn’t deny our Kent hero a 
silver medal. 

But there was disappointment 
for equestrian star William 
Fox-Pitt, who went to school in 
Broadstairs, who started his 
eventing dressage in gold medal 
position, but then a bad round saw 
him fall from contention. 

This weekend sees a host of other 
medal-hopefuls from the county 
continue their campaigns - full 
details of which can be found in 
our sports section. 

The main focus, however, will be 
on the track as the athletics 


programme gets under way and we 
get our first glimpse of the likes of 
Dartford’s Adam Gemili, 23, and 
Orpington’s Dina Asher-Smith, 20. 

Both rising young talents are 
hotly-tipped to perform well and 
will compete with the support of 
their local communities behind 
them. 

Mr Gemili’s heats in the 200m 
begin on Tuesday at 3.50pm. If he 
makes the final, it will be at the 
early hour of 2.30am UK time on 


Friday. 

He is also competing in the men’s 
4x100m relay. 

Dartford council leader Jeremy 
Kite said: “He’s a great ambassador 
for Dartford and we’re all hoping 
he does really well. You couldn’t 
ask for a nicer guy - we’re just so 
proud of him.” 

Miss Asher-Smith, who holds the 
British record in the women’s 
200m, gets her heats under way on 
Monday with the final on Thurs¬ 


day. 

“If I want to be competitive and 
push my boundaries I try and 
realistically think that I’m going to 
win,” she said on arriving in Rio. 

She, like Mr Gemili, is a member 
of Blackheath and Bromley 
Harriers Athletics Club. 

Both will be looking to emulate 
Kent’s greatest Olympian - Dame 
Kelly Holmes - who won gold in the 
800m and 1,500m in Athens in 
2004. 


Jail for crook who got 
into woman’s car as she 
stopped at the lights 


Uni rush ready as A-level 
results due this Thursday 


A ROBBER who climbed into a 
woman’s car while she was stopped 
at traffic lights has been jailed for 
three years and four months. 

Simon Boswell, 34, of Winchester 
Way, Gillingham, stole his victim’s 
handbag and also took a man’s wallet 
in a separate incident days later. 

He was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday having plead¬ 
ed guilty to two counts of robbery at 
an earlier hearing. 

The court heard how on May 2 at 
about 9.45pm, Boswell opened the 
door of a car that had stopped at 
traffic lights on Chatham Hill, 
Gillingham, at the junction with 
Rock Avenue. 

He grabbed the driver’s handbag 
and tried to wrestle it away from her, 
and then climbed into the vehicle 
when the lights turned green and 
she began to drive away. 

The woman pulled over a short 
distance further and shouted at 
Boswell to take the handbag and get 
out. He then left the scene in 


possession of the bag, which 
contained a tablet computer, a purse 
and various other items. 

Later that week, on May 7, Boswell 
followed a customer out of a petrol 
station on Nelson Road, Gillingham, 
and attempted to snatch his wallet 
on the forecourt. 

He then made off with £40 cash 
following a brief struggle that left the 
victim requiring hospital treatment for 
cuts and bruises. Boswell was 
identified through CCTV footage of the 
incident and arrested three days later. 

Investigating officer, detective 
constable Ian Mather, said: “Simon 
Boswell is an opportunistic thief who 
needs no invitation to take items that 
do not belong to him. 

“He does not discriminate against 
his victims and is equally at home 
robbing a man on a petrol forecourt 
as he is climbing into a woman’s car 
while she is driving alone at night. 

“Boswell clearly poses a risk to 
members of the public and is better 
off behind bars.”

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Friends bid farewell to Herald assistant bosun 


FRIENDS and family bid a final farewell to popular 
former Bromley Green football coach and player Mark 
Stanley this week. 

The former ferry worker found himself at the centre 
of tragedy in 1987 as the assistant bosun who left the 
bow doors open on the doomed Herald of Free 
Enterprise ferry which sank at Zeebrugge in 1987, 


killing 193 people. 

Father-of-two Mr Stanley 58, who lived in Ashford, 
was seen by many as a scapegoat for a catalogue of 
safety failings and later inquiries praised him for much 
of his efforts on the night as the drama unfolded. 

He passed away on July 20 and was cremated on 
Wednesday in Charing. 


Criticism fired at chief 
constable’s £199k salary 
and holiday allowance

KENT Police’s chief constable has 
been slammed by the Taxpayers’ Al¬ 
liance for the size of his pay packet 
and holiday allowance. 

It follows findings published in the 
Daily Mail which said chief consta¬ 
ble Alan Pughsley was handed a 
£6,801 housing allowance and a 
£4,508 ‘compensatory grant’, on top 
of his six-figure salary. It also 
claimed he took more than 50 days 
holiday last year. 

It highlighted a host of top officers 
across the country who received sig¬ 
nificant extra payments. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance, a grass¬ 
roots campaign for lower taxes and 
more transparency with the public 
purse, said such payments were 
hard to justify. Its chief executive 
Jonathan Isaby said of the overall 
findings: “Housing allowances and 
huge salaries are a scandalous way 
to spend taxpayers’ money when 
budgets are so tight and front line

staff are being cut. Of course bosses 
are entitled to annual leave but re¬ 
ceiving over 50 days holiday in one 
year is surely indefensible. This sort 
of largesse isn’t found in the private 
sector and so there seems little justi¬ 


fication for these additional perks at 
taxpayers’ expense. They should be 
cut back to reflect the current need 
to make urgent savings.” 

But Kent Police hit back. A spokes¬ 
man said: “The chief constable’s sal¬ 
ary, allowances and annual leave 
entitlement is in line with national 
guidance and are independently set. 

“The terms and conditions of his 
salary are in line with pay scales set 
out under the Police Regulations 
2003, which are set by the Home Of¬ 
fice. He is employed at an appropri¬ 
ate and competitive salary to meet 
the demands and challenges of polic¬ 
ing in Kent. The salary of £198,723 
includes a housing allowance of 
£6,801, and a compensatory grant 
of£4,508. 

“Mr Pughsley provides his own 
car for 24/7 policing duties, whereas 
previous chief constables were pro¬ 
vided with a car. 

“He is entitled to 48 days a-year 
annual leave. The additional days 
taken are as a result of carrying over 
annual leave from the previous 
year.”

MASTERCHEF star Gregg Wallace has 
spoken of his happiness after tying the 
knot for the fourth time. 

The 51-year-old cookery judge, who 
lives in Whitstable. wed Anne-Marie 
Sterpini, 30, in an intimate ceremony at 
Hever Castle. 

He gushed on Twitter “Io sono molto 
contento! ”, translating as “I am very 
happy”, following the nuptials. 

Masterchef co-host John Torode 
served as best man, while Torode’s 
girlfriend, actress Lisa Faulkner, was 
also at the event, as well as Masterchef: 
The Professionals’ judge Monica Galetti, 
according to reports. 

Wallace separated from his third wife, 
Heidi - a young teacher who had 
contacted him on Twitter to ask him a 
question about celery - in 2012 after 18 
months. 

He had been married twice previously 
and admitting cheating on his second 
wife, Denise - the mother of his two 
children - with other women. 

He met Ms Sterpini on Twitter in 
March 2013, when she tweeted him a 
question about rhubarb. 

Ms Sterpini has previously said the 
couple’s 21-year age gap is “irrelevant”, 
telling Hello! magazine: “I don’t see 
Gregg as being older. I don’t even think 
about it.” 


Heart attack forces 
Meldrew cancellation 

ACTOR Richard Wilson, best known for TV’s 
grumpy Victor Meldrew, has cancelled a Kent 
tour date after suffering from a heart attack. 

Mr Wilson, 80, suffered a cardiac arrest on 
Wednesday afternoon and on Friday remained in 
a stable condition in hospital. 

He had been due to revive his character from 
One Foot In The Grave for a one-man tour of 
theatres this autumn. 

I Don’t Believe It - which would have seen him 
perform one of the show’s most famous episodes 
- had been due to call in at Dartford’s Orchard 
Theatre on November 28. 

That show, along with a 12-night run at the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival starting next week, has 
now been scrapped. 

The thorny character of Victor Meldrew was 
played by Mr Wilson between 1990 and 2000, 
and won him a host of awards as well as ever 
since being associated with the catchphrase ‘I 
don’t believe it! ’. 


Travellers leave site 
after legal stand-off 

A CLEAR up operation began on Friday after a group 
of Irish travellers who set up camp in a council-owned 
park finally left after local authorities ramped up then- 
legal threats. 

The travellers, who arrived at Woodlands Park in 
Gravesend on August 5, had been served with a 
summons on Tuesday and then a court order on 
Thursday to leave the site. 

It had been feared bailiffs would have to move 
them off the site but the camp packed up and left on 
Friday morning One neighbour, Nick Redman, told 
KoS: “There hasn’t been any trouble, but they can’t 
just turn up here and set up camp in the middle of a 
field we all pay our rates for.’ ’ 

A spokesman for Gravesham Borough Council 
said: ‘ ‘The travellers left before the court order’s 
deadline passed. Council offers have checked the 
area for damage and clear up any rubbish left 
behind. Vehicle access to the park will be secured.’ ’ 
The travellers would not comment when ap¬ 
proached by KoS. 


Jail for supermarket 
boss who stole £ 80 k 

A SUPERMARKET manager from Ramsgate who 
stole £80,000 through bogus refunds has been jailed 
for 16 months. 

Neal Parton, 47, from Arklow Square, Ramsgate, 
started his deceit as deputy general manager of the 
Morrisons store on Sheppey and continued as 
general manager of the Larkfield store. 

Between August 2014 and November 2015, Parton 
issued a total of 188 refunds to various bank accounts 
in his name totalling £80,937.51. 

An internal audit by Morrisons highlighted the high 
number of refunds and their value, and the super¬ 
market chain notified police, who arrested Parton on 
November 18,2015. 

He appeared recently at Maidstone Crown Court 
to be sentenced having pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing. Investigating officer detective constable 
Lynda Birch said: ‘ ‘Parton thought no one would notice 
what he was doing and that he would get away with 
stealing little and often from his employers. But little 
and often resulted in a significant amount of money.’ ’ 
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PM’s grammar expansion hint 
wins county council support

KENT County Council has thrown its sup¬ 
port behind a hint from prime minister 
Theresa May that she will lift the ban on the 
creation of new grammar schools. 

The county is one of the few in the country 
which still operates a selective system and 
recently got a significant breakthrough 
when an annexe of a girls’ grammar in Ton- 
bridge was given the nod to open in Seven- 
oaks. 

But hopes of fresh standalone academy 
grammars seemed unthinkable after Tony 
Blair’s Labour administration prevented the 
building of new ones in 1998. 

Last weekend, the PM hinted she will 
scrap that ban, with her comments coming 
soon after education secretary Justine 
Greening said she was ‘open-minded’ about 
expansion discussions. 

This week, Roger Gough, KCC cabinet 
member for education, said: “We support ex¬ 
pansion of grammar capacity, as we do that 
of any good or outstanding school, where 
there is a clear need for more places. The 
1998 Act prevents this being done through 
the establishment of new grammar schools. 
We believe that this is an unnecessary and 
damaging restriction and that this part of 


the legislation should be scrapped.” 

A major concern is that building new 
grammars in under pressure west Kent 
would not necessarily allow more local stu¬ 
dents to attend, but simply create more of a 
stampede from those in the nearby London 
boroughs and neighbouring counties. 

Mary Bousted, the general secretary of the 
Association of Teachers and Lecturers, said: 
“A government that is serious about social 
mobility would not allow the expansion of 
selective schools. 


“All children deserve to have a first-class 
education, not just those whose parents 
can afford the private tuition to help them 
pass the 11-plus.” 

Unsurprisingly, there is widespread sup¬ 
port among Kent’s Conservative MPs for 
more grammars. 

Dartford’s Gareth Johnson said: “We 
need new schools in Dartford to match the 
increase in population. Grammar schools 
play an important role in the success of our 
borough’s schooling system.” 


Minister underlines 
garden city promise 

MORE than 9,000 people have registered an inter¬ 
est in the first 180 homes being built as part of the 
Ebbsfleet Garden City site. 

The figures were revealed as new government 
minister for housing, Gavin Barwell, visited the 
site this week, to see some of the developments 
currently under way. 

He confirmed the government’s committment 
to delivering the 15,000 homes planned. 


Algae forces popular 
lake to shut again 

THE main lake at Conningbrook Lakes Country 
Park in Ashford has been forced to close again 
after the return of the blue-gree algae which 
forced its closure earlier this year. 

The public have been advised not to go into the 
water and to keep dogs on leads for fear they 
could become ill. 


Migrants hid in lorry 

IMMIGRATION officials have taken in 10 suspect¬ 
ed migrants who were found inside a lorry on the 
M2 5 on Thursday. 

Six adults and four children were found inside 
the vehicle parked on the hard shoulder of the 
road between junctions two and three - Swanley 
and Darenth - during the rush hour. The Home 
Office is now dealing with the individuals.

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Drama as fishermen’s boat 
starts to sink in the Swale 



TEN fishermen have been saved 
after their boat started sinking in 
the River Swale last Sunday. 

And it meant a swift return to 
action for lifeboat crews which 
were attending the annual 
Whitstable Regatta when the 
drama unfolded. 

Margate’s all-weather lifeboat 
and Whitstable’s inshore lifeboat 
received the call from a charter 
angling boat reporting they were 
taking in water and in danger of 
sinking. 

The fishermen were rescued and 
put on dry land at Harty, on 
Sheppey, by the Whitstable team. 

Using specialist pumping 
equipment, the Margate crew then 
rescued the boat from sinking and 
towed it to the entrance of Faver- 
sham Creek. 


Paul Hodson, lifeboat operation 
manager at Margate Lifeboat, said: 
“This joint operation demonstrates 
the importance of having a 
balanced mix of various lifeboats 
covering the north Kent coast. 


“Without the rapid response of 
Whitstable’s inshore lifeboat and 
the additional capabilities of 
Margate’s larger all-weather 
lifeboat the outcome to this story 
could have been very different.” 


OAP who threatened to 
blow up a bank is guilty 


A 73-year-old man from West 
Kingsdown who threatened to 
blow up a bank and caused a 
town centre to be sealed off for 
hours has been found guilty in 
court. 

Reginald Esqulant of 
Fawkham Road, Sevenoaks, 
walked into the High Street 
branch of Santander around 
lunchtime on February 8. He 
then passed a note to staff 
demanding cash. 

It warned failure to hand 
over any money would result in 
the use of an explosive device, 
which had been placed in the 
centre of the building. The 
pensioner then left the bank, 
expecting to pick up his loot 
from a point around the corner. 

Large parts of the town 
centre were closed after police 
were called and a controlled 


explosion was carried out on 
the suspect package. 

Police traced Esqulant the 
following day by tracking a VW 
Golf he had used. 

Esqulant pleaded not guilty 
to blackmail, taking a motor 
vehicle without consent and 
driving while disqualified. A 
jury found him guilty of all 
three offences. He will be 
sentenced in November. 

Det sgt Jon Faulkner said: “ 
The construction of a hoax 
device showed Esqulant had 
planned to cause maximum fear 
in order to try and steal a large 
amount of money. Esqulant’s 
actions not only caused extreme 
distress and fear to staff at the 
bank, but they also brought the 
centre of Sevenoaks to a 
standstill, leading to widespread 
disruption.” 


Medical site's £1.5m road 

WORK has started on a new £1.5 million 
access road for the Kent Medical Campus in 
Maidstone. 

The road will link Newnham Court Way to 
the far side of the 30-acre site which will 
eventually create more than 4,000 jobs, 
close to junction seven of the M20.

FINAL year students emerging from the 
University of Kent remain the most satisfied 
in the UK, according to the latest National 
Student Survey. 

It puts Kent in fourth place overall in the 
UK and joint first with Oxford and Surrey in 
London and the south east.

Is gang behind 
fruit crop theft? 

Thousands of pounds worth of strawberries and 
cherries have been stolen from county’s farms

T HE Garden of Eng¬ 
land’s famous crop 
of soft fruits are be¬ 
ing targeted by 
crooks, after a 
spate of thefts from across the 
county left farmers counting 
the cost of thousands of 
pounds worth of losses. 

Growers called in police af¬ 
ter strawberries and cherries 
were stolen from various 
farms in Swale. 

There were three reported 
thefts near Church Road, 
Tonge. The crimes are be¬ 
lieved to have taken place be¬ 
tween July 18-26 and saw 
some £1,600 worth of fruit 
pinched. 

More crimes were report- 
eds from land near Head Hill 
Road, Faversham, between 
July 7-22 where crooks made 
off with £2,400 of soft fruit. 

Police are investigating 
whether a fruit theft reported 
near Kenward Road, Yalding, 
is also connected. Between 
July 26-27 producers saw 
£2,000 worth of their fruit 
crop disappear. 

High on the list of concerns 
is whether all the raids were 
carried out in a co-ordinated 
fashion by the same thieves, 
who are believed to be selling 
their hauls on to possibly un¬ 
suspecting market traders. 

Officers investigating the 
reported thefts say the crimes 
are unusal and hoping it is 
not the start of a trend, while 
also advising farmers to en¬ 
sure they secure their prop¬ 
erty sufficiently. 

Officers from the rural 
kentnews.co.uk kent-life.co.uk 


crime unit are now appealing 
for help in finding thieves and 
for those living in rural com¬ 
munities to report anything 
suspicious. 

Investigating officer, PC 
Marc Pennicott of the rural 
task force, said: “These thefts 
are all very similar so we be¬ 
lieve they may be linked and I 
would encourage anyone 
with information to get in 
touch.” 

The rural task force was set 
up to bring together represent¬ 
atives from the gypsy liaison 
team and rural liason team 
into one co-ordinated unit. 

It says, if safely possible, 
victims should note if a sus¬ 
pect is alone or part of a 
group; are they trespassing; 
do they have equipment, dogs 
or firearms with them; where 
they are heading; physical de¬ 
scriptions; any vehicles; and 
if possible, take pictures. 

It comes amid increasing 
anxiety in the countryside 
over security concerns. 

In Somerset, 240 sheep 
were rustled, and many farm¬ 
ers have seen machinery in¬ 
cluding quad bikes, pinched 
and sold on. 

Even cyber criminals have 
attacked rural targets with 
one phone scam netting over 
£500,000 from one farmer. 

Tim Price, NFU Mutual’s 
rural crime specialist, said 
thieves are using Google 
Earth and available data to 
assess farm security before 
arrival. 

He said: “Their tactics now 
include cloning tractor identi¬ 
ties, advertising non-existent 
machinery in agricultural 
publications and stealing the 
GPS computer systems that 


are a key part of modern 
farming.” 

Those willing and able to 
protect themselves will al¬ 
ways be in a better position, 
he said, adding: “Farmers are 
having to regularly update 
security measures at consid¬ 
erable cost to keep high-tech 
criminals at bay. 

“They are using tracker de¬ 
vices on tractors, video and 
infra-red surveillance in their 
farmyards and even DNA 
markers to protect sheep from 
rustlers.” 

Rural crime as a whole ap¬ 
pears to have stagnated in re¬ 
cent years, but remains worry- 
ingly high. According to NFU 
Mutual the cost of crime to the 
UK’s rural economy reached 
£44.5m in 2013, which was an 
increase of 5.2 per cent on 2012 
figures. In 2014, it was £37.8m 
and last year reached £42.5m. 

The south east, however, 
saw reductions of nine per 
cent. The Farmers Weekly 
newspaper said: “People liv¬ 
ing and working in the coun¬ 
tryside should regularly eval¬ 
uate their security measures. 
Make improvements where 
necessary, remain vigilant 
and report any suspicious ac¬ 
tivity to the local police as 
well as community watch 
schemes.” 

Kent on Sunday contacted 
several growers around the 
county and found they were 
reluctant to go on the record 
about security, but one did 
say: “It is a particular con¬ 
cern.”

Kent County Council unveils details of 
projects it wants funding for to help 
county to keep growing and flourish

A MAJOR public consulta¬ 
tion into future trans¬ 
port links for the county 
has got under way, 
which includes a £400 
million scheme to get more Dover- 
bound traffic using the M2 and A2 to 
ease problems on the M20. 

The local transport plan consulta¬ 
tion runs until October 30 and in¬ 
cludes a number of key initiatives. 

Strategic priorities include: A2 
Bean and A2 Ebbsfleet junction up¬ 
grades; an extention to Crossrail to 
take it into north Kent; a new Lower 
Thames Crossing; splitting Dover 
port traffic between the M20/A20 
and M2/A2 routes as well as expan¬ 
sion of the port; journey time im¬ 
provements in Thanet and a parkway 
rail station,;Ashford International 
Station signalling, and general rail 
and bus improvements. 

KCC cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and transport, Matthew Bal¬ 
four, said: “This consultation is an 
opportunity for people and organisa¬ 
tions within Kent to let us know their 
views and whether they agree with 
our priorities. 

“This is one of our biggest plans 
and will shape the way we invest in 
our infrastructure up until 2031. The 
transport plan is vital to boost

Kent’s economy and support a grow¬ 
ing population which is expected to 
increase by 293,000 people in the 
next 15 years. 

“With potential opportunities for 
devolution from government, now is 
the time for us to set out our plans 
and make clear what we want as a 
county. 

“This plan will lay out what we will 
do to make sure transport is playing 
its part in making Kent a great place 
to live, work and do business.” 

KCC has a statutory duty to pro¬ 
duce a local transport plan for the 
county of Kent. It identifies transport 
priorities for the county, as well as 
emphasising to national government 
and the South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership (SELEP) the investment 
required to support growth. 

The Dover scheme would see im¬ 
provements to improve junction sev¬ 
en of the M2 at Brenley Corner to im¬ 
prove capacity and create free-flow 
between the A2 and M2. 

In addtition, sections of single car¬ 
riageway on the A2 north of Dover 
along the Jubilee Way to Whitfield 
will be dualled. Plus improvements at 
junction seven of the M20 to ease ac¬ 
cess between the A249 and the M20. 
The estimated cost of that is an eye¬ 
watering £393m. 

There is also a push to support the 
redevelopment of Dover Western 
Docks to enhance the capacity for 
roll-on-roll-off ferry traffic given the 
limitations of the Eastern Docks. Gov¬ 
ernment forecasts suggest a 101 per 
cent increase in RORO traffic by 
2030. 

Connected to that, is a demand to 
help ease overnight parking of lorries 
to prevent HGVs blocking lay-bys, in¬ 
dustrial areas and residential zones. 
It proposes a network of commercial¬ 
ly-operated parks across Kent. 

For the Thames Gateway area - 
which covers Dartford, Gravesham 
and Swale - KCC wants upgrades to 
the A2 Bean and A2 Ebbsfleet jun- 
tions. In addition, it want an increase 
in the number of high speed rail serv¬ 
ices to Ebbsfleet to service the expected 
boom in future passenger numbers, 
and an extension of the Crossrail serv¬ 
ice taking it from Abbey Wood to Dart- 
ford, Ebbsfleet and Gravesend to fur¬ 
ther enhance London transport links.

OPERATION STACK LORRY PARK CONSULTATION BEGINS 



A CONSULTATION into the 
controversial plans to build a major 
lorry park to help ease the 
problems caused by Operation 
Stack got under way on Friday. 

Running to September 23, it 
focuses on the proposal to build a 
park at Stanford West, close to 
junction 11 of the M2 0. 

The government confirmed it 
was the preferred choice earlier in 
the summer. 

Costing something in the region 
of £250million, it will house 3,600 
lorries, and is in response to the 
chaos caused last summer when 
Operation Stack was in place for 32 
days. 

Stack sees parts of the M20 
turned into a giant lorry park when 
there is a problem at the port or 
Eurotunnel terminals. 

As freight is held on the motor¬ 
way, all other traffic is diverted onto 
the county’s A-roads which delivers 
a significant knock on impact. 

Highways England insists it will 
work closely with residents and 


businesses to minimise the site’s 
impact on the surrounding area - 
but local opposition has been vocal. 

Highways England project 
director Adrian Sheppard said; 
“This is a solution to the problems 
caused by Operation Stack that has 
been talked about for decades, but 
on which we have made a great 
deal of progress in less than a year. 

“Following our consultation 
earlier this year we have been 
working hard to refine our plans 
and are now keen to hear what 
people think about these. I 
encourage anyone who would like 


to understand more or ask 
questions to visit us at one of the 
public exhibitions we are holding.” 

After receiving strong support 
during the previous consultation, 
Highways England is exploring 
whether to use the site to provide 
overnight lorry parking to stop 
lorries parking on roads not 
intended for their use. 

Construction work is due to start 
as soon as possible with spaces 
available from summer 2017.

Ashford’s future as an internation¬ 
al station may be in doubt unless vital 
£10.5m improvements are made to 
signalling on what are known as the 
Ashford Spurs. These must be up¬ 
graded to allow for the operation of 
the new Eurostar trains. Network 
Rail will conduct the work, with KCC 
working with Ashford Borough 
Council to fund and deliver the im¬ 
provements. 

Another major rail project is the 
long discussed Thanet Parkway sta¬ 
tion. Once earmarked to allow Man- 


ston Airport to grow, it is now being 
touted as rail relief for those on what 
is now dubbed Stone Hill Park - previ¬ 
ously the airport - and within the Dis¬ 
covery Park enterprise zone. 

KCC’s long wished for an extra sta¬ 
tion would reduce journey time from 
Thanet Parkway to St Pancras by 20 
minutes over the existing route from 
nearby Deal.

TTv: 
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Young offender 
detention site 
is slammed in 
latest report 

It has come under fire ever since a Panorama 
investigation uncovered serious concerns about 
how youngsters in its care were being handled. 
Now a report carried out before it changed 
hands highlights a catalogue of major problems

A N INSPECTION report into the 
controversial Medway Secure 
Training Centre in Rochester has 
revealed a string of “serious and 
widspread failings”, among them 
children having access to pornography and 
high levels of violence. 

In a joint report issued by Ofsted, HM In¬ 
spectorate of Prison and the Care Quality 
Commission, it branded the youth prison ‘in¬ 
adequate’. 

The centre hit the headlines earlier this year 
after a BBC Panorama report revealed allega¬ 
tions of child abuse following an undercover 
report. 

The fall-out saw G4S, which ran the site, 
pulling out and the National Offender Man¬ 
agement Service, part of the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice. taking over at the start of July. 

Inspectors visited in June, before the takeo¬ 
ver, and revealed a number of significant con¬ 
cerns. 

The report said: “Levels of violence in the 
centre are very high and growing. This in¬ 
cludes violence between young people and vio¬ 
lence towards staff, despite a small and stable 
population of young people. The centre’s sen¬ 
ior managers are not aware of the increasing 
trends in many areas of the centre’s function¬ 
ing, and this is a stark example of their lack of 
oversight and governance. 

“There is no violence reduction strategy to 
address this.” 

It added: “Security arrangements are a sig¬ 
nificant concern. Recent security breaches 
due to ineffective centre procedures have tak¬ 
en place impacting on the care and safety of 
young people. These include a games console 
being brought into the centre by a staff mem¬ 
ber for a young person where procedures were 
breached leading to serious misuse. 

“Current arrangements for staff purchasing 
items on behalf of young people are unneces¬ 
sarily convoluted and lack management over¬ 
sight. This means current arrangements do 
not detect potential corruption, bribery or oth¬ 
er forms of manipulation. 

“In recent weeks, two USB data sticks con¬ 
taining highly inappropriate material have 
been found in areas accessed by young people. 
It is clear that young people have been able to 
access pornography although it is not clear 
how many young people have been involved.” 


In another case insufficiently secure storage 
of a broken pool cue and inadequate searching 
resulted in a young person being able to re¬ 
move the item from a sterile area undetected, 
taking it from the living unit to the gym, and 
attempting to assault another young person 
with it, according to the report. 

As well as overall effectiveness, Medway 
was given an inadequate rating for four cate¬ 
gories - the safety of young people, promoting 
positive behaviour, the care of young people 
and the effectiveness of leaders and managers. 

There were ‘good’ ratings for the resettle¬ 
ment and health of young people, while the 
achievement of young people was found to re¬ 
quire improvement. 

Some services within the centre have man¬ 
aged to continue to provide good quality inter¬ 
ventions, the report said. 

In February, G4S said it was selling its UK 
children’s services business, which includes 
13 children’s homes and two secure training 
centres - Medway and Oakhill in Milton Key¬ 
nes. 

Jerry Petherick, managing director for G4S 
custodial and detention services, said it was a 
“deeply disappointing” report following a 
number of years in which Ofsted rated Med¬ 
way as good or outstanding. 

He said staff turnover was a real problem, 
adding: “This was clearly a period of intense 
disruption which created uncertainty and in¬ 
stability for the young people and staff at the 
centre and it proved extremely challenging to 
maintain appropriate staffing levels and 
standards.” 

Lessons learned at Medway will be applied 
through a far-reaching review of standards, 
skills and processes at Oakhill, Mr Petherick 
said. 

He added: “I fully expect this to translate 
into substantial changes to the way in which 
the centre is run.” 

Lord McNally, chairman of the Youth Justice 
Board for England and Wales, described Ofst- 
ed’s findings as “completely unacceptable”. 

Andrew Neilson, director of campaigns at 
the Howard League for Penal Reform, said: 
“This damning report underscores why it is 
welcome G4S are no longer running Medway 
secure training centre. 

“Children in Medway are not safe and, given 
the allegations that were made in the Pano¬ 
rama documentary in January, it is shocking 
to see that violence is underreported and med¬ 
ical treatment is being inadequately recorded.

This cannot go on. 

“It is not simply the secure training centres 
which have proved failed models of child custo¬ 
dy. In both young offender institutions and se¬ 
cure training centres we see problems of vio¬ 
lence and cultures far removed from the caring 
environments children need. Radical action is 
required.” 

The Howard League for Penal Reform is the 
oldest penal reform charity in the world and is a 
national charity working for “less crime, safer 


communities and fewer people in prison”. 

Inspectors also found evidence that violence 
against children and staff was underreported. 
Staff were unable to provide inspectors with ac¬ 
curate records of the number of children requir¬ 
ing medical treatment as a result of assaults or 
fights. 

Use offeree and restraint were increasing and 
the number of such incidents in the month be¬ 
fore the inspection was higher than at any point 
in the previous 12 months. 


Inspectors found that child protection mat¬ 
ters were not managed effectively, meaning 
children were not sufficiently safeguarded. Jus¬ 
tice secretary Liz Truss said: “The findings of 
this report are shocking and decisive action has 
already been taken. 

“G4S have been removed from the running of 
Medway; since July 1 the centre has been under 
new leadership. 

“The safety and rehabilitation of young of¬ 
fenders is extremely important. We will be re¬ 


sponding to the review with our plans for re¬ 
form shortly.” 

* Twelve people have been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the police investigation into 
the Medway Secure Training Centre. Re¬ 
becca Harold, 24, of Maidstone, has been 
charged with common assault and will ap¬ 
pear at Medway Magistrates’ Court on Au¬ 
gust 23. Nine other individuals are on bail 
until next month, while two people have 
been released without charge.

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Double whammy of rail strikes 

If you normally use Southern services and were then planning a jaunt to France on Eurostar this 
weekend, you may be right out of luck as both services spent the week facing damaging strike action

R AIL travellers in Kent 
have found themselves at 
the centre of two separate 
spates of industrial action 
this week as both South¬ 
ern trains and Eurostar staff staged 
walk-outs. 

Commuters who use Southern’s 
services - which include services west 
out of Tonbridge and from Ashford 
down to the south coast - found the 
majority of services cancelled this 
week. 

The situation eased on Thursday 
when both the rail firm and the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport (RMT) un¬ 
ion agreed to resume talks. They 
were continuing on Friday in a bid to 
avert further disruption. 

It centres on changes to the role of 
conductors on its services. However, 
there have been growing levels of dis¬ 
satisfaction among travellers who 
have complained about the poor level 
of service. Earlier this summer, the 
franchise was given the nod to cancel 
more than 340 services as a conse¬ 
quence of staff sickness and the on-off 
industrial action. It included a 
number of peak services between 
Ashford and Hastings been replaced 


by buses. 

Conciliation service Acas saw talks 
resume on Thursday and they are 
likely to continue this weekend. 

No sooner did that situation ease 
with the strike being temporarily lift¬ 
ed, the RMT was calling its rail work¬ 
ers on Eurostar out in industrial ac¬ 
tion too. 

Staff walked out on Friday in a 
move which will roll across this 
weekend. It also plans another walk¬ 
out over the bank holiday weekend at 
the end of the month. 

The dispute is over shift patterns 
and other work/life balance issues. 

Eurostar trains run from London St 
Pancras, calling at the international 
stations in Ebbsfleet and Ashford. 

However, Eurostar says the impact 
this weekend on its services will be 
minimal and all those with advanced 
bookings will travel. 

Just eight trains will be cancelled - 
including four today and two tomor¬ 
row (Monday); less than four per cent 
of the scheduled services. 

As we went to press, talks were being 
planned to try to resolve the row be¬ 
tween the rail operator and the union. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: “All 
passengers booked to travel this 
weekend will be able to. 

“We have made some small chang¬ 
es to our timetable, with all passen¬ 


gers due to travel on affected trains 
notified in advance, to allow them to 
change their booking to another 
train on the same day.” 

RMT general secretary Mick Cash 
said on Friday: “Our Eurostar train 
manager members are solid, deter¬ 
mined and united as they kick off the 
first phase of strike action in a fight 
for a decent work/life balance. 

“All that we are asking for is that 


our members get a fair crack when it 
comes to anti-social hours and that 
agreements we signed up to in good 
faith are stuck to.” 

RMT assistant general secretary 
Mick Lynch added: “The work/life 
balance has become disproportionate 
with unsociable hours in the morn¬ 
ings and at weekends, with many 
staff members often having to get up 
at 2-3am. 


“Eurostar has agreements with 
staff across all four depots, including 
two in France and one in Belgium, 
but those are not being honoured in 
the UK, meaning employees here are 
working under worse conditions 
than their colleagues abroad. 

“Eurostar have recognised this but 
they are taking too long - almost 10 
years - to come to the table with a fair 
solution.”

How East 
End would 
hop down 
for holidays 

Simon Allin looks back at a fascinating 
chapter in the county’s history when 
droves of people would descend to help 
gather in the brewers’ crop of hops 


D RIVE through the Kent 
countryside on a sum¬ 
mer’s day and you may 
spot one of the county’s 
most cherished buildings 
- the oast house. 

These long structures with white 
cone spires are relics of a bygone era 
when they were used in the process of 
hop farming, which was once the 
county’s biggest industry. 

A large crop meant a large demand 
for labour, and every year, in Septem¬ 
ber, families from London, Sussex 
and East Anglia would travel to Kent 
to work in the hop gardens, harvest¬ 
ing the flower that gives beer its bitter 
flavour. 

With the industry playing such a 
big role in the county’s economy, the 
annual influx of labour was vital for 
farmers and brewers. 

And for many of the families who 
came from the East End of London, 
the trip to Kent was a welcome break 
from the crowded and dirty condi¬ 
tions of the metropolis. 

Boughton hop farmer Tony Red- 
sell, 83, owns three hop farms be¬ 
tween Sittingbourne and Canter¬ 
bury, and is one of the UK’s leading 
growers. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I started 
out in 1948 when we were hand pick¬ 
ing them and about 75 per cent of our 
labour was from West Ham and

Plaistow. 

“We could employ between 600 
and 800 people over four to five 
weeks. Some of them would come for 
a fortnight; some would appear and 
disappear. 

“We had huts and we gave them 
faggots - large bundles of sticks for 
the fire - and a bale of straw for their 
beds.” 

Every day the family’s hops would 
be put into a bin, which a measurer 
would empty using a basket known 
as a bushel. The tallyman would 
record how many bushels each fami¬ 
ly had picked. 

“I remember the first year that a 
family earned more than £100, 
which was considered to be quite a 
lot,” Mr Redsell said. 

“The numbers of people coming 
started to drop off gradually as pros¬ 
perity started to improve and we 
drifted into machine picking, but we 
did keep some going. 

“They went to the local pub on Sat¬ 
urdays, and the pub would make sure 
there was no carpet on the floor and 
get out the larger glasses that were 
harder to break. 

“They would go to the local shops 
to get meat. There used to be seven 
grocers and four butchers in 
Boughton at the time.” 

Stuart Tricker, senior brewer at 
Shepherd Neame in Faversham, said

the tradition of hopping was ‘vital’ to 
the brewing industry in Kent. 

“Back then until the 1960s it was 
totally manual, and what they were 
looking for in those days was a ready 
source of labour,” he explained. 

“It was incredibly labour-intensive. 
The source of labour from the East 
End helped the farmers. 

“It enabled them to have a holiday, 
so the hop growers tended to have ac¬ 
commodation - it was like a commu¬ 
nity activity. 

“They could get out of London, stay 
East 


in free accommodation and it was 
mum and the kids. They lived in gar¬ 
den sheds. 

“On some hop farms they used to 
arrange for the doctor to come out to 
provide medical care, so it was quite 
caring - but they were made to work 
quite hard. 

“It would have been much like go¬ 
ing on a camping holiday, with enter¬ 
tainment round the fires.” 

Along with many other brewers, 
Shepherd Neame had its own hop 
farm, which employed labourers from 


the East End. 

“They were paid by the number of 
hops they picked,” Mr Tricker contin¬ 
ued. “There was a saying, ‘don’t pay 
the tally man’. 

“The tally man had sticks, almost 
like tent pegs, and registered how 
many they had picked. 

“Back then it was vital. Kent used 
to have big hop farms to the big brew¬ 
ers. If you go back 20 or 30 years, we 
used to have an awful lot more brew¬ 
ers in Kent.”

Once they had been picked, the 
hops had to be dried out - which is 
where the oast houses came in. 

“When you take the hops out of the 
field, they are 80 per cent moisture,” 
Mr Tricker said. “You would line 
them up on a grid frame in the oast 
house and light the fire underneath - 
otherwise they would just rot.” 

Judith Smith, 76, was one of the 
youngsters who made the annual pil¬ 
grimage down to Kent from her home 
in London. 

Now retired, she lives in the alm¬ 
shouses in Faversham and volunteers 
at the Fleur de Lis Heritage Centre. 

She told KoS: “We used to come 
down every year in a lorry and stay in 
a hut and pick hops. And because of 
that, I met my husband. 

“It was like a holiday, where you 
could earn money for things like 
school uniforms. My dad used to 
come down on the weekend. 

“It was a bit unhygienic - we used 
to sleep in one hut. 

“We used to have Sunday concerts 
and children used to do their bit on 
stage. It gave us a holiday from south 
east London and the bombing. It was 
quite an adventure. 

“I met my husband, David - he was 
born in Boughton - because of hop 
picking, and two of my cousins mar¬ 
ried local boys. 

“Relations with the locals were 
mostly friendly. Some of the eastend- 
ers were on the rough side and they 
weren’t very popular but most of us 
were well-behaved and made friends 
for life. 

“It was good for London children. I 
wasn’t too bad - I was from Black- 
heath - but some of the East End was 
awful. 


“Lots and lots of Londoners live 
down here now. I would not want to 
live in London now. I have quite a lot 
of friends moved down here, and my 
cousins. 

“They cooked on an open fire; we 
had stew and all sorts. We had a nor¬ 
mal diet. 

“We only came down for four to six 
weeks, and as I got older I had to go to 


grammar school and wasn’t allowed 
to go. Then they turned over to ma¬ 
chines.” 

Joyce Dutton also used to come 
from the East End to pick hops - a tra¬ 
dition she continues to uphold. 

“I was seven months old the first 
time and I am now 78, so that is a 
long while,” she said. 

“The big attraction was to get out of 


smoky London. I hated picking hops. I 
lived right in the East End, in Ken¬ 
ning Town, near the docks and the 
gas works. 

“When people were hopping the 
East End emptied out. I worked in a 
school and in the first three weeks of 
September, one child turned up - the 
rest were down the hop fields. By the 
third week, all the children were 



back.” 

Despite her youthful aversion to 
picking hops, Mrs Dutton, who now 
lives on Sheppey, still comes hopping 
and has passed on the custom to her 
family. 

“We still come every year. My sons 
and my daughter work on the fields 
and last year my eldest grandson did 
it while he waited to go to university.”

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Anger boils 
over at PM’s 
cash-to-frack 
‘bribe’ plans 


Theresa May’s suggestion of paying 
households to allow fracking for gas 
beneath their homes has been fiercely 
criticised by many who are opposed to 
the highly controversial drilling method

A SOUTH east MEP has 
branded Theresa May’s 
proposals to pay house¬ 
holds payments of poten¬ 
tially thousands of 
pounds to allow fracking to go ahead 
in their area as “immoral and tanta¬ 
mount to bribery”. 

A £1 billion shale wealth fund un¬ 
veiled by former chancellor George 
Osborne in November will set aside 
up to 10 per cent of the tax proceeds 
from fracking to benefit the commu¬ 
nities hosting wells. 

But now the prime minister is 
amending the scheme so the money 
can go direct to residents rather than 
being given to councils or communi¬ 
ty trusts to spend, as Mr Osborne 
planned. 

It is expected the new fund could 
deliver as much as £10 million to 
each community where wells are sit¬ 
ed. Downing Street declined to esti¬ 
mate how much payouts could be 
worth, but it is thought that individu¬ 
al households could receive between 
£5,000 and £20,000. 

But Green MEP Keith Taylor blast¬ 
ed the proposals. 

He said: “These proposals are im¬ 
moral and tantamount to bribery. 
Catastrophic climate change doesn’t 
take bribes. 

“Of all the measures the new prime 
minister should be undertaking to 
tackle catastrophic climate change, it 
is astounding that Theresa May has 


rested on this wrong-headed policy - 
just days after climate experts warned 
that Britain, and the world, is on 
course to miss key climate targets.” 

Fracking is a hugely controversial 
method of gas extraction which in¬ 
volves firing high pressure air into 
rocks below the surface and forcing 
out the gas they release to harness for 
energy. 

But it has been blamed for earth¬ 
quakes and a host of other environ¬ 
ment risks and is being fought hard 
by campaigners. 

Adds Mr Taylor: “The scientific 
consensus on climate change has 
never been greater and we have been 
told that the best chance of limiting 
potentially catastrophic temperature 
increase is by leaving fossil fuels in 
the ground. 

“The proposals also beg the ques¬ 
tion; what price clean water? I’ve vis¬ 
ited homes in Pennsylvania where 
the water is too contaminated to 
drink because of fracking. That same 
danger is now being fast-tracked 
across Britain. 

“Campaigners, communities, and 
some councils have already made 
their voices heard: they don’t want 
fracking. In fact, a recent govern¬ 
ment poll revealed that just 21 per 
cent of people support fracking, while 
76 per cent of people support renew¬ 
able energy. 

“The UK has enormous renewable 
energy potential - and we have seen 
evidence that people across the south 
east have the passion, willingness, 
and know-how to create clean, peo¬ 
ple-powered energy in spite of the

government’s continued onslaught. 

“The British public will not be 
swayed by a naked attempt at using 
bribery to divide and conquer com¬ 
munities. It is time for the govern¬ 
ment to stop circumventing democ¬ 
racy and, finally, listen to the public.” 

Mrs May said: “The government I 
lead will be always be driven by the 
interests of the many - ordinary fami¬ 
lies for whom life is harder than many 
people in politics realise. 

“As I said on my first night as prime 
minister: when we take the big calls, 
we’ll think not of the powerful but of 
you. 

“This announcement is an exam¬ 
ple of putting those principles into ac¬ 
tion. It’s about making sure people 
personally benefit from economic de¬ 
cisions that are taken - not just coun¬ 
cils - and putting them back in con¬ 
trol over their lives. 

“We’ll be looking at applying this 
approach to other government pro¬ 
grammes in the future too, as we 


press on with the work of building a 
country that works for everyone.” 

The Kent branch of the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England was also op¬ 
posed to the proposals. 

A spokesman said: “We have seri¬ 
ous reservations in respect to the im¬ 
plications of the proposed compensa¬ 
tion offer to householders affected by 
shale gas development involving hy¬ 
draulic fracturing (fracking). 

“Such operations within Kent rep¬ 
resent a material risk to rural com¬ 
munities insofar as there are few, if 
any areas in this county where frack¬ 
ing could be carried without there be¬ 
ing a material risk of triggering earth 
movements and/or generating the re¬ 
lease of hazardous fluids with the 
consequent threat to properties and 
the county’s groundwater reserves 
which support more than 70 per cent 
of Kent’s public supplies. 

“The scale of such hazards could be 
well beyond the scope of the proposed 
compensation package and it is for 


this reason that we will continue to 
oppose shale gas development by 
fracking in Kent.” 

Greenpeace UK chief scientist Doug 
Parr added: “The government has 
tried to sweeten the fracking pill with 
cash payments before, and it didn’t 
work.

Film highlight s increasing fears 
of an antibiotic-resistant world 


Maria Chiorando speaks to a Dartford film-maker about his movie, Swine, tackling a terrifying future 


W E are hurtling to¬ 
wards a terrifying 
post-antibiotic era, 
one where common 
illnesses will be 
able to wipe out lives indiscriminate¬ 
ly, according to some scientists fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of medicine-re¬ 
sistant bacteria. 

Now a Dartford native has stepped 
into the breach to try to raise aware¬ 
ness about the severity of the prob- 
lem-by making a documentary. 

Activist and film maker Damien 
Clarkson says: “We are sleepwalking 
into a superbug pandemic. Antibiotic 
resistance would be the end of mod¬ 
ern medicine as we know it. Dr Mar¬ 
garet Chan from the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) has said if cur¬ 
rent trends continue, treatments like 
organ transplants, joint replace¬ 
ments, and cancer chemotherapy to 
name a few, will become very difficult 
or even too dangerous to do. 

“If bacteria is resistant to the drugs 
we have, these treatments could kill 
you. It’s a really sobering thought so I 
knew we had to create some really 
striking work to grab the attention of 
as many people as possible. A govern¬ 
ment review at the end of last year 
identified the use of medication in 
animal agriculture as a key player in 
the rise of anti-microbial resistance 
and that is what the film, Swine, is 
about.” 

The former Leigh City Technology 
College student teamed up with fol¬ 
low campaigner Robbie Lockie, as 
well as Bristol-based animal charity 
Viva! to produce Swine, which was 


shot on the North Downs near Cux- 
ton in Medway. 

The concern over antibiotic misuse 
in agriculture is not a new one. The 
European Union banned the practice 
of giving farmed animals sub-thera¬ 
peutic doses (which has a growth- 
stimulating effect). But a legal loop¬ 
hole which allows the use of drugs 
prescribed by vets means a number of 
animals are still dosed with the anti¬ 
biotics. 

Addressing the G7 health minis¬ 
ters meeting in October last year, 
WHO director general Dr Margaret 
Chan claimed the over-prescription of 
antibiotics is one contributor to the 
problem, as is the easy access to over- 
the-counter medicines. 

She added: “Overprescribing also 
occurs in animal husbandry and ag¬ 
riculture, and in the food industry, 
especially when massive quantities of 
antibiotics are used to promote 
growth, not to treat sick animals.” 

According to Mr Clarkson, the use 
of veterinary antibiotics is not tracked 
in detail by the government. The an¬ 
nual tonnage of antibiotics sold for 
agriculture is known, but not how 
much of that is used, how many ani¬ 
mals are treated, and whether the 
medication is used for treatment of 
diagnosed diseases. 

Mr Clarkson and Mr Lockie decided 
to make this scientific information 
more digestible by creating a film that 
fuses drama with documentary. 

The film, which is narrated by ac¬ 
tor Gregg Lowe of X-Men Days of Fu¬ 
ture Past fame, opens with dramatic 
footage of an undercover journalist 


poking around in a factory farm. 
What happens next paints a bleak 
portrait of what could happen if regu¬ 
lations on these medicines do not be¬ 
come more tightly regulated. 

The journalist is played by two- 
time world champion free runner and 
Ninja Warrior winner, Timothy Shi¬ 
eff. “He was perfect for the role,” says 
Mr Clarkson, “as it is quite physical. 
Shooting the trailer involved a huge 
amount of running around and 
jumping. We knew it would be a gru¬ 
elling shoot for an actor who wasn’t 
in great shape, so it was really a per¬ 
fect fit for Timothy. On top of that, he 
really believes in these issues so it re¬ 
ally worked out well casting-wise.” 

Mr Shieff adds: “I’m glad I was able 
to use my skills as a professional park- 
our athlete to bring this character to 
life. It was fun to film in such a beauti¬ 
ful Kent location though the reality of 
why we were having to make the film 
certainly shadows the mood of work¬ 
ing on projects like this.” 

Shooting wasn’t all plain sailing. 
“The night before the shoot one of the 
hire companies we were using said 
we couldn’t hire the gimbal [a piece of 
camera equipment used to take 
steady shots]. I found myself driving 
around late at night to try and find 
something we could use instead - it 
all worked out well in the end, but be¬ 
tween equipment, squeezing every 
shot into daylight hours, and general 
production worries, it was intense,” 
says Mr Clarkson. 

But he feels the hard graft of mak¬ 
ing the film was well worth it. “We’ve 
had so many food scares over recent

years,” he says. “There’s been BSE, 
foot and mouth, horse meat - so many 
scandals. Now you look at this out¬ 
break of MSRA in pigs, which is re¬ 
lated to over-use of antibiotics in ani¬ 
mal farming and it is like something 
out of a horror film. 

“The reality is, we are using so 
many medicines in agriculture and 
otherwise, that a post-antibiotic 
world is a strong possibility. But it’s 
not something that high on the agen¬ 
da. We’re trying to being attention to 
this issue.” 

Co-creator Mr Lockie adds: “Swine 
was a huge undertaking, something 
Damien and I had never done before. 
When we first took on this project in 
January, we set ourselves some bold 
and brave objectives. When the film 
launched we were both blown away 
by the response. I still can’t believe it 


has had over 10,000 views in less 
than four days. I am really excited 
about the future and what it will 
bring.” 

Around 50 per cent of all antibiot¬ 
ics sold in the UK are used on farmed 
animals with 60 per cent of these be¬ 
ing used on pigs. 

A new antibiotic resistant gene 
MCR-1 has developed in the world¬ 
wide pig population. It is resistant to 
Colistin one of our ‘last line’ of de¬ 
fence drugs against disease. It has 
been found in pigs across Europe in¬ 
cluding the UK. 

Antibiotic resistance developing in 
the pig population was discussed in 
parliament as far back as 1953. 

A statement released by Responsi¬ 
ble Use of Medicines in Agriculture 
Alliance (RUMA) chairman Gwyn 
Jones said: “As the UK government 
states, resistance is a natural biologi¬ 
cal phenomenon which can be in¬ 
creased and accelerated by the vari¬ 
ous factors we are all - in human and 
animal medicine - trying to address. 

“We use animal medicines to re¬ 
duce the impact of disease on animal 
welfare. The safety of people who con¬ 
sume food from treated animals is as¬ 
sessed and the necessary controls on 
withdrawal built in when products 
are authorised for use as veterinary 
medicines in these animals. The re¬ 
sponsible use of these medicines is a 
matter the industry has been focused 
on for nearly 20 years through 
RUMA.”

It's never too late to get fitter 



W E ALL know that 
keeping fit is essen¬ 
tial as we get older. 
But the reality is 
that as our bodies 
start to ache, it is as much a case of 
mental strength as physical to get ac¬ 
tive. 

For so many, the prospect of 
exercise is a hurdle too far - even if, 
ultimately, it would actually help 
ease those aching joints and give you 
more get up and go. 

The good news, however, is that 
organisations are becoming only too 
aware of the arguments and are 
doing more and more to make it 
easier than ever to get into good 
routines. 

Because not only are their obvious 
health benefits but the social aspect 
of taking part in exercise can make a 
big difference too. 

“Staying active and socially 
connected beyond the age of 50 is 
essential for good health,” says 
Andrew Scott-Clark, Kent County 
Council’s director of public health. 

“It can help build strength, 
increase mobility and improve heart 
and lung health in a way that will 
reduce the risk of serious diseases 
like cancer, diabetes and heart 
disease. 

“It also gives people the chance to 


meet up and make new friends and 
reduce the mental health issues 
associated with social isolation.” 

Understandably, it might be a little 
intimidating joining a new fitness 
class but classes specifically for the 
over 50s are on the increase. 

Rosie Whitlock Bain, a personal 
trainer at Reynolds Fitness Group, 
which has spas in Bexley, Rainham 
and Sittingbourne, explains: “Once 
you reach over 50, or even 35, your 
metabolism decreases and it’s harder 
to lose weight as we retain more fat. 
Staying generally active is a good 
way to improve this. Obviously 
activity levels will depend on the 
individual but classes like Zumba 
gold use sliding instead of jumping to 
avoid impact on joints like knees and 
hips. 

“It is also great for social wellbe¬ 
ing, and many of our attendees are 
friends, we have a little community.” 

In Canterbury, Active Life, which 
runs the district’s main council- 
owned leisure centres, have taken 
active steps to make taking up 
regular exercise easier than ever 
before. 

It recently struck up a partnership 
with the Renaissance Fitness and 
Wellbeing Centre in Canterbury to 
create the Gentle Gym. Its aim is to 
provide a supportive environment for 


anyone who is relatively inactive or 
has mobility issues that prevent 
them from using Active Life’s 
traditional gyms. 

The Gentle Gym offers a full body 
motor-assisted circuit where the 


equipment shares the workload, 
adjusting to individual strength and 
mobility. It’s particularly beneficial 
to those recovering from joint 
replacements, strokes, falls, sports 
injuries and conditions such as 


arthritis, MS and Parkinson’s. 

“I would recommend that older 
adults partake in 150 minutes of 
moderate activity per week, so a 
great goal to aim for is 30 minutes, 
five days a week. Even if this is just so

you can keep up with your grandchildren,” 
says Christina McEwan, duty manager at 
Renaissance. 

Alternatively, the NHS Kent Health and 
Wellbeing Service offer daily activities, such as 
health walks, or Nordic walking, perhaps for 
those who feel like it’s too late to start when 
really it isn’t. 

Rosie Hall, 59, from Bapchild enjoys a health 
walk with the NHS at least three times a week: 
“My favourite health walk is the one at Lower 
Halstow which is a six mile intense walk. My 


weekly programme is Monday, six mile walk, 
Tuesday, gym, Wednesday, five mile walk, 
Thurdsday, gym, Friday, eight mile walk. Then 
at the weekends I do plenty of gardening. I’ve 
lost four stone and my BMI is down from 36 to 
28. My cholesterol and blood pressure have 
both come right down too.” 

Situated in Margate is the Blue Wave 
Hydrotheraphy Pool and Gym, and Peter 
Wingrove, 57, attends the centre as part of the 
NHS exercise referral scheme. He says: “I do 
some gentle exercise in the gym two or three 


times a week and then I relax and swim in the 
hydrotheraphy pool for half an hour. The 
warm water eases my chronic back pain and I 
feel so much better for it.” 

Perhaps the most important lesson to learn, 
however, is simply that it is never too late to 
getting more active. And if in any doubt, simply 
ask those who have already taken the step 
about how much better they feel. 

If you cannot bear the thought of heading to 
a gym or sports centre, then simply get up and 
out. Walk the dog, walk a little further every 


time you head to the shops, just get in the habit 
of doing something to get the blood pumping 
and your muscles moving. 

Increasingly, there are more and more 
‘outdoor’ gyms springing up - pieces of sturdy 
exercise equipment in public parks which are 
free to use and may be the perfect way to 
incorporate into your lifestyle. 

Now is the time to get up and go. Join a class 
or a group and just have some fun with your 
exercise while maintaining that healthy 
lifestyle we’ve all been advised to work hard for.

Thousands set to flock to Herne Bay for event with ever growing reputation 


F OR years it has lived in the 
shadow of its near neigh¬ 
bours Whitstable and its 
annual oyster festival 
knees-up.

They may not look much, but there are 10 good reasons why you should be enjoying pomegranates 


P OMEGRANATES are proof 
that you shouldn’t judge a 
fruit by its cover. They’re 
not the most appetising 
fruit in the bowl, and don’t 
even offer edible flesh - but they are 
packed with sweet seeds, which are 
extremely good for you.

They are natu¬ 
rally sweet too, and could help people 
to reduce their added sugar intake.”

1. There are around 600 seeds, or 
arils, in one pomegranate, and 
they’re packed with vitamin C - the 
seeds from just one fruit provide 
about 40 per cent of your daily vita¬ 
min C requirement. 

2. Pomegranates are also full of fi¬ 
bre, protein, vitamins K, folate and 
potassium. 

3. The fruit - classed as a berry - is

rich in the phenol antioxidant ellagic 
acid, which is thought to have anti¬ 
cancer properties, although these 
have not yet been proven. 

4. The polyphenols found in pome¬ 
granate extract have been found to 
reduce inflammation, which can help 
lower the risk of many chronic dis¬ 
eases including Alzheimer’s, arthri¬ 
tis, Type 2 diabetes and heart disease. 

5. Pomegranate’s anti-inflamma¬ 
tory agents are also thought to help 
the skin resist cell damage caused by 
UVA and UVB rays. 

6. Flavonols found in pomegran¬ 
ates are thought to help block the in¬ 
flammation that contributes to the 
destruction of cartilage. 

7. A study by the University of Au¬ 
vergne in France last year found 


pomegranate strengthened bones 
and helped prevent osteoporosis - al¬ 
though the study was only done on 
mice. 

8 . Drinking a daily glass of pome¬ 
granate juice significantly slowed the 
progress of prostate cancer for men in 
whom the disease recurred, accord¬ 
ing to a 2006 University of California 
study. 

9. Evidence suggests that drinking 
pomegranate juice daily may help 
lower blood pressure. 

10. A 2004 Israeli study on pa¬ 
tients with narrowing of the arteries 
found a daily glass of pomegranate 
juice over three years reduced the 
damage caused by cholesterol in the 
artery by almost half, and also cut 
cholesterol build-up.

Fortified and 

One of the world’s oldest wine regions is shaping up 
to be a top choice for a wine lover's weekend break. 
SARAH MARSHALL traces the route of liquid 
pleasures through Portugal's Douro Valley and Porto 


fabulous! 


G liding slowly along the 
motionless Douro River, 
we slice through 
near-perfect reflections 
of undulating hills, all 
etched with vine terraces 
resembling contours on a map. 
Sandeman, Taylor’s, Graham’s... I 
pick out port producers whose 
bottles fill my drinks cabinet at 
home. 

We’re tracing a centuries-old route 
used to transport the Portuguese 
fortified wine to the coast. These 
days, a flotilla of traditional rabelo 
boats carries tourists rather than 
heavy wooden casks. 

The world’s oldest regulated wine 
region, afforded Unesco World 
Heritage status in 2001, has been 
attracting river cruisers for many 
years, with land stays possible in a 
collection of simple quintas. 

But, in the last 12 months, the 
launch of two boutique hotels has 
broadened the Douro’s appeal. Last 


summer, Six Senses announced a 
property in Lamego as their first 
European outpost, and, in April, the 
Taylor’s Port family (now part of the 
Fladgate Partnership) reopened 
Vintage House Hotel. 

Coupled with the recent completion 
of a new mountain tunnel, which 
cuts journey time to gateway city 
Porto to an hour and a half, this 
scenic wine lovers’ region is ripe 
for visiting. 

Our wooden boat docks at the 
small, sleepy village of Pinhao, 
famous for its azulejo-tiled train 
station depicting bucolic scenes 
of the wine harvest. From the 
waterfront, it’s a hop, skip 
and port-addled stumble to 
the Vintage House Hotel, 
where swallows flit 
through orange trees and 
trellises are festooned 
with magenta 
bougainvillea. 

“We’ve worked hard to

manager, estimates there are 30,000 
wine growers in the Douro Valley, 
but, since the 18th Century, land has 
been slowly consolidated and now 
British companies Taylors and 
Symington own 50% of it. 

In the last 20 years, many young 
winemakers have switched to making 
table wine. As well as being quicker 
and cheaper to produce, it’s also 
winning top industry accolades.

fine showcase for produce from the 
region, including lamb and veal 
reared in local hill villages, and 
peppery olive oil. 

But for a real taste of the Douro’s 
liquid assets, I visit the Fladgate 
Partnership’s neighbouring Quinta 
da Roeda wine estate, where a visitor 
centre is housed in the former 
stables.

FORTUNE: Italian giant’s luck and confidence in 
the medium car sector has been patchy, as regular 
model name changes have shown. But the Tipo 
shows promise 
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O NE senses Fiat’s frustration at a recent fail¬ 
ure to produce a winning mid-size car. 

Since saloon classics like the 124, 
which soldiered on as the crude yet 
rugged Russian Lada, and the nippy 
128, the Italian giant has suffered mixed fortunes 
with hatchbacks at this size level. 

The 1980s Ritmo was famously advertised as 
‘hand-built by robots’ and more attractively badg- 
ed here as the Strada. 

But both names were dumped for the capacious 
Tipo in the late 1980s, which also pioneered gal¬ 
vanized panels to combat the corrosion that was 
marring Fiat’s image. It became a big seller in Bra¬ 
zil, but the real story was clear when the name 
was axed in favour of the Bravo/Brava series. 

Same verdict though; so the Stilo (2002-7) ar¬ 
rived, then came a return to Bravo (2007-14) and 
now the new Tipo arrives in September. Can it 
change Fiat’s luck in the sector? Well, Fiat’s mar¬ 
keting people would surely have preferred to 
shoehorn the magic number 500 into the name 
somewhere, so that stardust from the company’s 
talismanic baby car could have rubbed off on it. 

But the Tipo must take its chances. It does have 
major factors in its favour though: the hatchback 
and elegant Station Wagon (estate) will launch at 


the same time, both look good, and the range is 
aggressively priced and specified from just 
£12,995, with the ‘wagon’ commanding a mod¬ 
est £1,000 premium. 

Estates are increasingly popular in the UK with 
many now outselling their saloon or hatchback 
equivalents, as would-be MPV owners realise 


that they want their driving pleasure back yet 
don’t want to switch to a bulky crossover/SUV. 

Fiat claims class leading legroom and boot 
space - 440 litres (hatch) and 550 (wagon) - and 
will offer two diesel and three petrol engines; 
automatic and dual-clutch transmissions will 
be available too.

‘Lightning’ addition to Suzuki’s small car line-up should spark an even bigger 
sales boom for the Japanese marque. Steve Loader takes it for a quick spin 



S UZUKI has taken a 

completely fresh approach 
to the car market. 

Rather than competing 
in every sector, it takes a 
guerrilla-style approach to attack 
key points. This nifty footwork has 
allowed the Japanese brand to drive 
its sales up by around 15 per cent so 
far this year, and be likely to go still 
higher through the recent launch of 
the Baleno supermini. 

Incredibly, this means Suzuki now 
has three small hatchbacks: the 
capacious Celerio city car - a motoring 
‘Tardis’ if ever there was one - the 
excellent Swift and now the Baleno. 

The Baleno is the ‘daddy’ of this 
line-up, being slightly bigger than 
the Swift to tilt at ‘supermini/MPVs’ 
like the Nissan Note and Honda Jazz, 
and likely to attract downsizers or 
young families who have outgrown 
the Swift. 

Apart from typically aggressive 
pricing with high specifications, 
starting at £12,999, the Baleno is 
also rewarding to drive. If perhaps 
not such a ‘point and shoot’ star as 
the Swift, it’s still a far cry from its 
dreary predecessor (1995-2002). 

OK, there is no 0-62mph time in 
the line-up below 11 seconds, despite 


Baleno meaning ‘lightning’ or ‘flash’ 
in Italian. But both powertrains are 
lively at the bottom end, helped by 
high-tensile steel used to drive down 
body weight - a big investment at 
this end of the market. 

The body and underside are also 


low drag and another plus is some 
clever engine technology. 

The best seller is the llObhp 
1.0-litre Boosterjet model tested here 
in mid-range SZ5 trim (£13,999): it 
revs beautifully, only revealing the 
typically uneven beat of its three- 



cylinder turbocharged layout when 
you abuse the throttle, tempting in 
cut and thrust urban driving or on 
the open road, where some body lean 
on corners reveals a suspension set 
more for comfort than the smaller 
Swift - a driving favourite.

The alternative is the single 89bhp 
1.2 Dualjet model. At £13,499, the 
starting price is £500 dearer, but its 
higher spec actually makes it £500 
cheaper than its Boosterjet equivalent. 

For that you get slightly less 
performance and joie de vivre, but 
four-cylinder smoothness assisted by 
a tiny electric motor - it is Suzuki’s 
first mild hybrid and allows an official 
combined 70.6mpg and road tax-free 
C02 emissions (94g/km).
